the issue when the foreign aid bill
comes to the floor. Representatives
Howard Wolpe of Michigan, Mel Levine
of California and Edward F. Feighan of
Ohio, all Democrats, are planning to
call for a significant cut in military

-assistance to Pakistan in the absence

of assurances that it is not producing
weapons-grade material.
